d iseases, aged 7 6 y ears. 
A wid ow, son, J. W. Graham, who 
is a locomotiv e engineer in Mex ico, 
and d au ghter Miss Nancy , at home, 
su rv iv e him. 
No arrangem ents hav e 


been mad e for the fu neral. 
Mr. Graham left Ireland in infancy 
and was reared in 
Massachu setts. 
He began railroad ing as a y ou ng man, 
and in time became a locomotiv e en­ 
gineer, following the calling for many 
y ears, ru nning on the Missou ri Pa­ 
cific and C., B. & Q. railway s. 
He retired a nu mber of y ears ago, 
and since then had liv ed on his ac­ 
cu mu lations of earlier d ay s.

Sev enth Day Ad v entists’ chu rch, bu t 
was not a member of any fraterniil 


society . 
He was one of Sed alia’s best know’n 
citizens, and d id mu ch for those less 
fortu nate than himself, of which the 
world at large knew nothing, as it 
was foreign to his natu re to make 


su ch d eed s p u blic. 


I d en’s wife, another as his sister and 
the third as his au nt. 
The d eserted 
hu sband s cau sed Snowd en’s arrest.

and the women are

They say he is a Sv engali and they 
cannot get aw'ay from his influ ence 
when they are with him.

The father’s p owers hav e ap ­ 
p arently d escend ed u pon the son. 
Snowd en has been ex amined by fou r 
p hy sicians, all of whom d eclared he 
is an u nconsciou s hy p notist. He will 
be tried on sev eral charges, his two 
brothers being his chief p rosecu tors 
—since he 
d ep riv ed 
them of their 
wiv es.

WRECK WAS FATAL 


One Killed and Over a Score 
Are injured. 


BAD BRAKES WAS THE CAUSE. 


Soo Train, Running Late, In Collision 
On An Embankment at Cross­ 
ing In St. Paul. 


St. Pau l, Miss., October 2.—A Chi­ 
cago-Great W’estern stock train, ru n­ 
ning abou t twenty miles an hou r, as it 
was going throu gh the St. Pau l rail­ 
road y ard s at 9:30 o’clock Su nd ay 
morning, stru ck the mid d le of a Soo 
line p assenger train w'hich had ju st 
left the Union station and hu rled two 
Pu lman sleep ers ov er a retaining wall 
to the bottom of a gu lly 20 feet below. 
One sleep er land ed bottomsid e u p 
and the other fell on its sid e. 
Both 
cars were bad ly wrecked . One woman 
was so bad ly inju red that she d ied in 
St. Josep h’s hosp ital shortly after be­ 
ing taken there, and nine others were 
seriou sly inju red , while a score or 
more were less seriou sly hu rt. 
The Soo train had 
arriv ed from 
Montreal thirty minu tes late and was 
bou nd for Minneap olis, ru nning, so 
witnesses say , abou t thirty miles an 
hou r. 
As it neared Fou rth street, the track 
on w^hich it was ru nning lead s to an 
insid e d ou ble track. 
Here the engi­ 
neer of the Soo train sighted the Great 
Western cattle train going for the 
Sou th St. Pau l stock y ard s and head ­ 
ing for a sp lit switch w’^hich connects 
the ou tsid e and insid e tracks. 
The engineer of the Great Western 
train whistled for 
brakes, showing 
that his air brakes were not working 
and as a warning to the Soo train; 
bu t it was ev id ently not heard , as the 
Soo train failed to slack. 
The engine and first sleep er of the 
Soo train got across the switch, bu t 
the second and third sleep ers were 
hit. 
The wreckage cau ght fire, bu t 
was p romp tly ex tingu ished . 


DROWNED IN LAKE

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HURTING SEDALIA. 


There can be no question but that 


the inefficient serv ice giv en by Se- 


dalia’s public 
utilities 
has injured 


the city, tended to discourage Inv est­ 


ments and caused much unfav orable 


comment at home and abroad. 


But the criticism has not all been 


on account of the poor street car, 


light and water serv ice. 


As a m atter of fact the miserable 


condition of many of our streets has 


caused as sev ere criticism and as 


unfav orable impressions as hav e been 
caused by our public serv ice corpora­ 
tions. 
Pav ed streets hav e been permitted 
to get out of repair. 
Unpav ed streets hav e been neglect­ 
ed until tbeir condition is really worse 
than that of any public or priv ate road 
in the county. 
Some of these streets are almost 
impassable now and will be entirely 
so as soon as the muddy season sets 


in. 
Some of them are really dangerous, 
with gullies washed so deep in the 
trav eled part of the street that the 
water mains are exposed. 
This subject demands the attention 


of the city council. 
In some sections taxpayers are so 
thoroughly disgusted that they are 
actually talking of asking the coun­ 
cil for permission 
to hire priv ate 
parties to work the streets. 
This condition should not exist a 
week longer. 
If the present street 
force can not do the work, the city 
should employ 
reliable 
men 
with 
teams and hav e the 
work done at 


once. 
The King drag should be used; the 
streets should be graded up so the 
water will run 
off; 
the deep ruts 
should be filled and the gutters should 


be opened out. 


It is not pleasant 
to 
write in a 
spirit of criticism, but it is necessary 
that something be done. 
Good streets will not grow spon­ 
taneously. 
They must be made and 
kept in condition. 
If 
there is no 
money for this—the most necessary 
work to be done by the city—then 
pass the hat and the public spirited 


people of Sedalia—who hav e always 
paid their 
taxes—will 
go down in 
their pockets and contribute money 
to pay for the actual work done on 
the streets. 
By all means do not let business 
be 
interrupted 
during 
the coming 
w inter and spring 
by 
impas.sable 
streets. 
Theories and plans won’t fill the 
ruts and drain the mud holes. It will 
take men and teams and hard work, 
and there are not many more days 


in which to do It. 


to the city council. The cotmcll hag­ 
gles ov er it for a while and usually 
giv es the 
promoter 
what he aski, 
with some slight modifications. 
If 
there are any corrupt members in the 
council it giv es them a chance to hold 
up the man who wants the franchise, 
and many honest men are persuaded 
to v ote against what they believ e to 
be the best interests of the city. 
“Kansas City has gone at the mat­ 
ter the other end to. It wants natural 
gas and has had numerous proposi­ 
tions for franchises, but it has not 
gone at the m atter from the stand­ 
point of the promoter. 
The common 
council regarded the needs of the city 
rather than any franchise that some 
promoter 
desired. 
The result was 
that it passed what is known as the 
Beardsley franchise, embodying what 
was believ ed to be a fair agreement 
for both the city and the company 
that should furnish the gas. 
Hav ing 
done that It offers the franchise to any 
company that will put up a cash de­ 
posit of $ 50,000 and a bond of $ 250,000 
that it will carry out its prov isions, 
it is now open to any company that 


desires to take adv antage of it. 
“By this means 
the franchise is 
framed with the needs of the city in 
v iew rather than the wishes of any 
franchise grabbers or promoters. 
Is 


not this the natural 
way to grant 
franchises? 
The temptation to hold 
up some 
corporation 
that wants a 
franchise is thus 
remov ed and the 
city gets what it wants. 
“The Beardsley 
franchise is for 
thirty years, and ft permits the sale 
of natural and 
artificial gas which 
must be suitable for heating and light­ 
ing purposes; the rate for domestic 
purposes is fixed 
at 
27 cents per 
thousand cubic feer; for manufactur­ 


ing purposes a sliding scale is made 
—17 cents per thousand for the first

Kennedy, of the state court, has grant­ 
ed a continuance of the long delayed 
cases against F. H. Cutting, indicted 
for fraudulent banking, on the plea of 
defendant’s counsel that it was tedi­ 
ous and wasteful of time and taxpay­ 
ers money to try the case, as prece­ 
dent showed it a hopeless task to en­ 
deavor to convict a banker of fraud 
even after indictment. 
The Cutting cases 
have dragged 
along for three 
years.

lett, of this county, in the Cutting & 
Willett bank, 
of 
Oto.

Sea Birds Have Scheme That Does 
Away With Nests. 
W. L. Finley , the 
new 
naturallst- 
photographer, writes in the Country 
Calendar of his experience on Three 
Arch Rocks, off the Oregon coast, as 
follows: 
“By far the commonest ^ b irds on 
the rocks are the California murres. 
They nest up and down the sides of 
the cliff, wherever the ragged rock 
furnishes a footing. There is not the 
least sign of a nest, b ut the single 
egg is deposited w'herever there is 
a 
niche to keep it from dropping into 
the sea 
The peculiar top shape of 
the murre’s egg is a unique device 
to keep it from rolling. The practical 
value of this can be seen every day 
on the sloping

“I have noticed for the past ten 
years that nearly every case of ty­ 
phoid in Sedalia could be traced di­ 
rectly to the use of well water without 
it having been boiled. 
“The fact that the water is clear 
and tastes good does not mean that 
it is not conducive to typhoid. 
“We have no epidemic of the dis­ 
ease here, it is true, but the cases we 
have had can in 
instance be at­ 
tributed to the drinking of w'ell water 
that Mas not been boiled. 
“If people have no other water sup­ 
ply than a well, let the water be boiled 
before it is used, and in that event 
there is no danger of typhoid.”
